The Odds 


The odds are that Russia will 
make a violent, strident lot of 
noise, and fill the air with threats 
... but not go to war. Much de- 
pends on Nasser, who hurried 
back to Cairo from his vacation 
in Yugoslavia. 

Americans should not deceive 
themselves. Time is on the side 
of the Russians and the Arabs. 
The idea of a union of Arabs, or 
Moslems, as Nasser proposes is 
a powerful one, attracting fanatic 
support because of the very nat- 
uralness of the idea. The Rus- 
sians, knowing this, ride it. 

No one can tell the future of 
this. But it is critical. The scales 
of history tremble in the balance. 
But, which way the scales will be 
dipped by destiny, no one may 
say. We can only act. 

The gaunt, sad face of Anthony 
Eden stares accusingly. toward 
Washington as the U.S. policy for 
the Middle East lies in pieces. 

It was he who said, in the au- 
tumn of 1956, that if Russian in- 
fluence were not halted in the 
Middle East it would be too late. 
Israel, already disturbed by the 
flow of arms to Egypt, had driven 
that country’s army in flight back 
to its borders. Britain and France 
followed. 


The Aisenhower administration 
demanded a halt. 


Eden was broken politically, as 
he already was physically. 


There is another image. 


On his visit to India two years 
ago, Nikita Khrushchev said, of 
the Baghdad Pact, which the 
United States had suggested, but 
did not join: 

“We (Russia) have patience... 
it will explode one day like a soap 
bubble, leaving unpleasant memo- 
ries for some.” 

The bubble now has burst. 


Policy 


The first damage done the 
Baghdad Pact grew out of our 
arming of Pakistan. India was 
angered. Delhi knew that if the 
arms ever were used it would be 
against Hindus, not Russians. 


Out of this developed the sec- 
ond erosion of the Western policy 
for the Middle East. The leaders 
of Iraq and Iran were then vul- 
nerable to Communist propaganda 
charging they were controlled by 
“Western imperialists.” 


This was not true. But it had 
validity for those illiterate people 
who knew only the Middle East 
largely had been ruled by France 
and Britain. It seemed logical to 
the uninformed the United States 
might replace these two. It had 
even more weight with the in- 
tellectuals who burned with the 
unreasoning fires of nationalism. 


Russia was the gainer . . . she 
had never in her history had a 
colony in the area . . . and she 
could, with all to gain and nothing 
to lose, align herself with the as- 
pirations of Arab nationalism. 

So, the Western policy, which 
was ours, and which we imposed 
on Great Britain, lies in ruins 
+ - « and not all the Queen's 
horses, nor all the White House 
technicians, can put it together 
again.

The Pontiff asked the bishops to 
call the special novena of prayers 
for church freedom before the 
Aug. 15 feast day of the Assemp- 
tion of the Virgin Mary. The La- 
tin-language encyclical will be 
known in church annals by its op- 
ening words: Meminisse Juvat (It 
is well to remember). 

In the encyclical, the Pope said 
history shows that eventually ‘“‘all 
persecutors of the church have 
faded away like shadows.” 

He asked the world’s bishops to 
see that Roman Catholics ‘“‘as 
numerous and supplicant as possi- 
ble”’ flock to their churches for the 
prayers from Aug. 6 to 14.

ANKARA, Turkey (#—Well-informed sources said here Tuesday 
they have confirmed reports that Baghdad mobs Monday killed Iraqi 
Crown Prince Abdul Ilah and ex-Premier Fadhil Jamali and wounded 


King Faisal. 

The sources said that at least 
two other Iraqi notables were 
slain: Premier Nuri Said’s son 
Sabah Said and Kassem Hadari. 

Prince Abdul Ilah, once regent 
of the Iraqi crown, went down 
fighting, the sources reported. 
With pistol in hand, he killed sev- 
eral attackers before losing his 
own life when the mob assaulted 
his palace. 

There also were reports here 
that Foreign Minister Tewfiq Su- 
weidi was killed but these could 
not be confirmed. ; 

There was no word here on the 


seriousness of King Faisal’s 
wound or his whereabouts now.

The British Embassy has been 
damaged by fire but not de- 
stroyed. 
The U. S. Embassy has not been 
harmed and is guarded by tanks. 
Tanks and troops also control 
the airport and railway station, 
and some troops are stationed 
near the royal palace—an indica- 
tion that King Faisal may be im- 
prisoned there.

The President Had 
No Other Choice! 


President Eisenhower early Tuesday 
ordered the U.S. Marines, legendary trou- 
bleshooters and advance arm of U.S. mili- 
tary and diplomatic power, into Leba- 
non. 

Whatever the policy errors of the past, 
this was right. There was no other choice. 

The Marines are there until the 
United Nations can send an adequate 
force to keep the peace. If it can’t, then 
the Marines may be there indefinitely. 

None can be glad the decision had to 
be made. Everyone, including the Presi- 
dent, regrets that. But it was a necessary 
decision. 

The Russians, by shrewd assistance to 
Arab nationalists in all Moslem countries 
on that caloric peninsula, had been join- 
ing them in nibbling off the independent 
countries one by one. 

The collapse of the government in 
Iraq in a Wagnerian thunder of murder 
and gunfire quickly would have spread 
to Jordan, Kuwait and perhaps to Saudi 
Arabia. Lebanon would have gone under 
beneath a renewed surge of guns and 
men from Syria. 

Now that the President has acted, it 
may be that the U.N., seeing this country 
is capable of forthright action, will pro- 
vide the necessary U.N. force. 

That is what Mr. Eisenhower and the 
people want. 

It is an opening which gives Russia 
and Egypt an “out” and makes it un- 
necessary for them to move to sctual be- 
lligerency. That they may is one of the 
risks. But presently the odds are against 
it. 

Events, failures, some of them our 
own, and the great forces of «history 
brought us to the place where we had to 
act. 

Congress and the so-called “man in 
the street” approve. We trust the Con- 
gress, which emotionally cheered and 
supported President Truman’s even more 
necessary and forthright move to meet 
Communist aggression in Korea, will not 
cynically and hypocritically begin to be 
critical if the going gets tough. The GOP, 
which cheered Truman, soon began to call 
it “Truman’s War.” 

x * * 

There are other “sidebars” 
story. 

This bold move by the United States 
will do much to improve British-Ameri- 
can relations. They have suffered ever 
since the Suez crisis in which we de- 
manded a stop to the attack on Egypt. 

The positive decision will strengthen 
NATO. The nations of that organization 
had come to feel we were drifters who 
would not take decisive action. 

By the same token, it will hearten the 
remaining members of the Baghdad Pact 
and give them the will to resist the Nas- 
ser-Soviet drive. 

And, finally, this is a good thing for 
the President himself. He has been ap- 
nearing for too long as an almost wishy- 
washy man incapable of decision. 

The national security—and that of 
Fuiope—was at issue. 

The President acted. 

The nation approves. 

It is now up to the United Nations to 
replace the Marines.

Some county politicians who scream 
themselves hoarse in defense of the unit 
svstem aren’t nearly so enthusiastic when 
it comes to applying a version of the 
system to their own bailiwicks.

Appointment of Dr. Paul W. Stephens 
as deputy superintendent of Atlanta 
schools will be received with approval 
by parents throughout the city.

The choice of the board of education 
and of Supt.

Changes adopted in the eighth-grade 
curriculum is a step in the right direc- 
tion. One of the major criticisms of the 
present program has been of the eighth 
grade. Other improvements to meet the 
needs of individual students and to 
achieve more economical use of students’ 
time no doubt will follow. 

Dr. Stephens is well-trained and 
scholarly. He will be able to contribute 
much to a school system beset with prob- 
lems of growth in a metropolitan area. 
His is a‘wise appointment. 


Farmers Are in Need 
Of Marketing Research 


The U.S. Dept. of Agriculture’s report 
of a 22 per cent rise in net farm income 
during the first six months of this year will 
evoke more cheers from the department 
itself than from farmers. ’ 

They often experience difficulty in 
realizing how well they are faring, de- 
spite frequent reminders to that effect 
from Secretary of Agriculture Benson. 

But granted that the report is accu- 
rate to the nth degree, any such gain 
was achieved in spite of and not because 
of the administration’s farm policy. 

Farmers themselves deserve the 
lion’s share of credit for whatever in- 
creases have been recorded. More and 
more of them are learning the impcr- 
tance of diversification, how to produce 
the maximum per-acre yield, how to keep 
costs as low as possible. 

There is still rnuch room for progress, 
however. Especially is that true when it 
comes to marketing. More attention, for 
instance, must be paid to grading. While 
quality of the product must be stressed, 
so must its appearance. 

Research toward improved marketing 
procedures has lagged considerably be- 
hind the scientific zeal devoted to in- 
creased production. It must catch up if 
farmers are to prosper in a_ realis- 
tic way instead of merely in pipe dreams 
of the administration.

Weak Area Bolstered 
By Insurance Industry 


The Southern Insurance Information 
Bureau to be organized in Atlanta could 
well be the answer to one of the insur- 
ance industry’s problems in Georgia. 

During the recent controversy over 
secret rate increases granted by Com- 
sioner Zack Cravey it became auite ap- 


parent that the insurance business as a 
whole needed to do a much better job of 
public relations. 


Lack of a well-knit program to keep 
all concerned informed about problems 
in the field, coupled with the blundering 
way in which Cravey handled the rate 
hikes, caused the insurance industry to 
suffer. 


Among the several functions of the 
new bureau will be promotion of a pro- 
gram designed to cut down on accidents, 
particularly on the highways. This phase 
of the organization’s objectives should be 
particularly stressed. 


The public must be made to realize 
that continued rises in the accident rate 
inevitably mean higher premiums for 
automobile insurance. Safe drivers, un- 
fortunately, have to help pick up the 
tab for the reckless. 

The bureau can accomplish a great 
deal in several fields but none is so im- 
portant as that of accident prevention.

Interfere With Free Enterprise System 


New York City—Industries in 
the administered-price belt claim 
to be effectively competitive even 
if they do not compete on price. 

No matter how you slice it, 
price is still the most important 
of the competitive factors, grant- 
ed that there are others. Business 
people who are not big enough to 
have purchased a piece of the 
market place cannot hope to nulli- 
fy competitive factors that they 
find troublesome. 

At a minimum, effective or not, 
administered - price industries 
clearly compete less than smaller 
businesses. As any attendant of 
commencement addresses or read- 
er of chamber of commerce pub- 
lications knows, the more com- 
petitive are the more efficient. 

Some economists ‘tell us that 
now competitive price decisions 
in major segments of our econ- 
omy are here to stay and that 
they are not an unmixed evil. 
If so, they should be thoroughly 
and openly reviewed by compe- 
tent, public-spirited authority prior 
to enactment. 

In these days of heavy inter- 
national economic competition, we 
cannot afford big industries which 
legislate themselves _record- 
breaking profits while their pro- 
duction lags and acres of plant 
stand idle.

Massive Pentagon 
Directs Cold War 


WASHINGTON—No place in all the world 
is so synonymous with sheer, uncomprehensible 
bigness as is the Pentagon. Officially the mili- 


tary headquarters of the United States, it is also in fact the military 
power center of the free world. It is so vast as to have almost no 
human quality at all—so vast as hardly to allow comparison. 


A man could spend the rest 
of his life in this building without 
once emerging again into the sun- 
light. 

There are food stores, clothing 
stores, drugstores, department 
stores, dental and medical offices, 
restaurants, cafeterias, florists, 
libraries, telegraph offices—and 
Protestant, Catholic and Jewish 
religious services. 


Thirty thousand military and 
civilian employes work in the 
Pentagon, where there are 3,000 
clocks to watch, if people are so 
inclined. The building, though only 
five stories high, has three tires 
the office space of the 102 floors 
of the Empire State Building in 
New York. 


Based here are the Army, the 
Navy and the Air Force. Men 
whose memories of military serv- 
ice are the memories only of field 
and combat would be struck by 
many things in the Pentagon. 

For example, to them a colonel 
is a high officer, indeed; the ter- 
rain was never crowded with 
shouldered eagles. In the Penta- 
gon, colonels—or Navy comman- 
ders—are not a dime a dozen; 
they are a dime a hundred. 

Around a central court five 
acres in area, this vast thing 
rises in five ‘‘rings.’”’ There are 
10 main corridors radiating out 
like spokes—and there are 17'2 
miles of corridors.

Appreciation Costs 


So Little To Give 


One day Jesus was standing in the temple 
when the worshipers were depositing their gifts. 


This building is the ultimate in 
American mass manufacturing 
and assembly-line technique. Put 
all of Detroit's motor works to- 
gether—or pile Sears Roebuck, 
Montgomery Ward, Macy’s, Gim- 
bel’s and Marshall Field’s one 
atop the other—and you would 
have some counterpart in civilian 
terms. 

The Pentagon directs the spend- 
ing of so much money that the 
whole thing is past belief. The 
current budget request on Con- 
gress is for $39,100,000,000 out of 
a total national budget, for every | 
form of governmental outlay 
everywhere, of $72,500,000,000. 

Though the Pentagon is the butt 
of a thousand jokes about red 


tape and extravagance and the un- © 


civil war between Army, Navy’ 
and Air, there are other things to 
remember. This immense struc- 
ture lying on the Virginia side of 
the Potomac had much to do with 
winning World War II. And it 
houses the largest number of ded- 
icated military professionals ever 
gathered in one place. 

Too, the Pentagon is a worl 
that these men never made. Its 
reason for being, in its present 
fantastic size and coat, is to be 
found in the Soviet menace to 
mankind. If the Pentagon is the 
most swollen of all the official 
faces of Washington, this is why 
it is so. 


He noticed—perhaps no one else did—when a : 

poor widow put in two mites. We can well imagine that the woman 
did not flaunt her gift, as did those whose gifts were grand and 
generous.

But Jesus commended her gift, 
saying that she had done more 
than any of the cthers, for she had

At another time Jesus was sur- 
rounded by friends when a woman 
of questionable character ap- 
proached Him, knelt at His feet 
and poured precious ointment on 
them. The disciples were dis- 
turbed, for they thought that the 
gift might have been sold for the 
benefit of the poor. Jesus com- 
mended her. ‘‘She hath done what 
she could’’ (Mark 14:8). 


Many similar incidents are 
found in the Gospels. They indi- 
cate that Jesus was a man of wide 
appreciations. When someone did 
something that was thoughtful or 
considerate, He spoke of it. That 
is something that always stimu- 
lates and freshens a person. 

There is never enough appreci- 
ation. Some people languish for 
need of it. Thomas and Jane Car- 
lyle’s marriage should have been 
happy to the utmost. She was a 
brilliant and cultured woman, a 
descendant of the great John 
Knox. He was a famous essayist 
and historian. But something was 
wrong with th2ir marriage. 

Thomas, whose moodiness and 
fits of temper were common 
knowledge, was often preoccupied

with his work for extended periods 
of time. This resulted in much 
anguish of spirit for Jane, who 
wrote these words in her diary: 
“Carlyle never praises me. If he 
says nothing I have to be con- 
tent that things are all right.” 
Such heartaches are common, for 
most of us, perhaps unwittingly, 
have allowed the flower of ap- 
preciation to shrivel for want of 
encouragement. 


I am not thinking in terms of 
flattery, which is too easily of- 
fered and too often is without 
meaning. When a person flatters 
another, he is more often than not 
cultivating a response which will 
benefit himself. Flattery is cheap, 
casual, insincere. I am thinking 
of our capacity to acknowledge the 
little deeds of kindiiness and love 
which other people do for us. 


Sometimes we don’t notice other 
people because we lack a genuine 
appreciation of the preciousness 
of all life. Jesus held all life to 
be of high value. He placed no 
greater significance on the lives 
of the high and mighty than He 
did on the lives of the low and 
miserable.

It's All-Star time in Atlanta again, always a re- 
minder of the most memorable of the five classics 
presented on the Poncey siage. The year was 1950, 
but it seems like only yesterday. 

Things were serene Tuesday on the eve of the Southern Assn.’s 
20th annual production, a sharp contrast to the stormy seiting eight 


vears ago. 


Dixie Walker's swashbuckling crew. 
nominated fer the second division after 
winning only ore spring exhibiticy 
tussle, had surprised by cinching the 
game. 

Walker. always an unprediciable 
citizen, then shocked the league b 
announcing that Ccach Whitlow Wyatt 
would be his starting hurler. 

Wyatt, who had departed from 
the major league scene five years 
earlier, was a daily batting practice 
pitcher. And the league directors, 
needled hy the _ visiting press, 
screamed that WalRer was making 
a farce of the game. 

This story, of course, has been 
reported on many occasions. But, for 
sheer drama, it has seldom been sur- 
passed on the sports scene. 

Both Walker and Wyatt had basked 
in World Series glory during brilliant careers in the majors, but 
the ex-Dodgers called the 1°50 All-Star game their greatest thrill in 
sports. That's how imnportani an unimportant game became. 

Walker. caught in the cross-tire of criticism, decided not to 
start Wvatt. He laier reversed his field and said Wyatt would 
pitch. The conscientious Wyatt. aware of the hullabaloo, informed 
Dixie that he'd prefer net to pitch. I vividly recall the incident, 
because I rewrote our All-Star story three times in one evening. 


—Wyatt Made Decision and Decisioned Stars. 


No final decision had been reached as game time approached. 
Grizzled warriors such as the laie Hugh Casey and Ellis Clary 
urged Wyatt to start. So did some local writers. 

Walker finally tossed the decision to Wyatt.

Visiting firemen had typewriters cocked, and it looked as 
though they'd be able to pull the trigger betore the first inning 
was over. In fact, it appeared that Wyatt would be out before the 


third batter. 
One run was in, two were out, and the count was 3-2 on 
Pat Haggerty, the league's leading batsman from Little Rock. 
Wyatt shook off Ebba St. Claire, while 15,293 fans sat in 
stunned silence. 

Walker later said that he'd already reached a decision. He 
planned to retire Wyatt, if Whit didn’t retire Haggerty. Wyati, al- 
ways a tremendous competitor, served a slow curve and Haggerty 
took a called third strike. 

Wyatt considered the pitch one of the most important of his 
career. Once over that bumpy start, he blanked the power-packed 
Stars for the next three rounds. Don Liddle surrendered only one 
run in the final five frames, and the Crackers romped under the 
wire an 8-2 winner. 

Wyatt was the manager when Atlanta housed the game again 
in 1954, and the Crackers cruised to a 9-1 triumph before a whop- 
ping turnout of 16,808, second largest in Southern All-Star annals.

And when I did take the chil- 
dren to the doctor, they had 
colds and couldn’t have the vac- 
cine. Much to my regret now.” 

The appealing youngster won't 
discuss her condition. All she 
says about it, according to her 
mother, is: “I'll walk when I 
feel better, but my legs hurt.” 
But her deep eyes tell an elo- 
quent story of pain and courage 
and fear and gaiety. Without 
much understanding of the adult 
conversation that goes on 
around her, Joannie is making 
her own adjustment to infantile 
paralysis. 

She’s so proud of her bright 
red socks, given to her by the 
National Foundation for Infan- 
tile Paralysis, that she cries 
when the nurses take them off. 
Hospitalization insurance is tak- 
ing care of some of her bills, 
but soon the Darleys will be 
completely dependent on the 
foundation.

“If all the care were left us 
to us,’ Mrs. Darley shook her 
head, ‘“‘our baby wouldn’t have 
a chance to walk."’ Care for 
Joannie is costing $175 a week. 

“We've tried to be careful not 
to show her our feelings,”’ the 
mother continued, ‘‘but she’s 
quite a daddy’s girl, and Elmer 
is real, real hurt. He said the 
other day, he didn’t realize how 
much he missed the children 
running through the house and 
annoying us.”” Mr. Darley is an 
equipment operator, and he has 
just recovered from a serious 
reaction to a tetanus shot. 

The Darleys hope Joannie can 
come home by October. They're 
expecting another baby then, 
and Mrs. Darley is afraid Joan- 
nie will think they’ve gotten 
someone to take her place. ‘‘We 
want a boy,” the mother said 
cheerfully, ‘‘but all I can hope 
for is that the new baby will be 
all right. I just want to get 
my family straight again.”

Some Baldness 


Can Be Remedied 


Ordinary baldness ts a sex-lim- 
ited inheritance. The bald man is 
likely to transmit the trait to half 
his sons but rarely to his daugh- 
ters. Women also pass along this 
family characteristic, even though 
they retain their hair. 

In this respect, a young man 
can inherit baldness from his 
mother’s side of the family as 
well as from his dad’s. This type 
of hair loss cannot be remedied, 
so stop trying and save your 
money. 

Baldness due to alopecia areata 
is different. It can be treated suc- 
cessfully with cortisone or hydro- 
cortisone. The condition is not 
partial to either sex. The hair is 
shed in patches, leaving smooth, 
shiny, nude areas. The condition 
may start slowly or suddenly. 
Sometimes a large patch falls out 
overnight, leaving the skin tender 
and reddened for a few days. In 
rare instances, the lashes, brows, 
beard, and hair elsewhere on the 
body fal] out (alopecia totalis). 


There is no particular pattern, 
as. in. the. hereditary. type, in 
which thinning usually occurs 
gradually at the temples and on 
top of the head. In alopecia are- 
ata, a spot may begin on the back 
of the neck or on either side. Nail 
changes may occur also. Infection 
is suspected because an inflam-

An effective bit of camouflage 
was perpetrated by the East of 
today’s hand. The bidding was 
not unreasonable, though North 
had a choice of rebids after his 
partner’s club raise. He could 
have tried three no trump which 
is a slightly superior contract de- 
pending only on the favorable 
location of either the king of 
hearts or the ace of spades. 


The queen of spades was 
opened and three spade tricks 
were quickly cashed. The defense 
next shifted to a diamond. De- 
clarer took this with the ace and 
entered dummy with a club in 
order to take the trump finesse. 
When the seven of hearts was 
led East did some quick thinking. 
Declarer surely had a five-card 
heart suit headed by the ace- 
queen. (If West had the queen 
there was nothing to worry 
about.) If the ten of hearts were 
played declarer would surely 
finesse the queen and then the 
ace would drop the king, clearing 
up the trump situation. 

There was just no legitimate 
way to beat the hand. So East 
promptly played the king of 
hearts. South won with the ace 
and could not be blamed for 
thinking the king was a singleton 
and that West consequently had 
originally four to the ten.

Most of the greatest newspaper ‘“‘scoops” come about through 
a combination of perseverance and pure skill on the part of re- 
porters, but every now and then, one will happen just by accident. 
These are the kinds that they make mbvies about. 

Quimby Melton Sr., publisher of The Griffin Daily News, who 
was a staffer on The Constitution and later a city editor, writes 
about The Constitution’s great scoop in the sensational Leo Frank- 
Mary Phagan story which “broke” in Atlanta before World War I. 

You remember the story: Mary Phagan, a young girl employe 
ofa pencil factory, was found murdered in the basement of the 
factory. Her employer, Leo Frank, was accused, tried and con- 
victed of the crime. His sentence to death was commuted to life 
imprisonment, but a mob took him from prison in Milledgeville 
and lynched him by hanging in Marietta. A gruesome story, but 
the way The Constitution got the break on the story was one of 
thoseducky accidents. 
~- -According to Mr. Melton, it was late Saturday night. All three 
of the Atlanta papers had put their city editions to bed. Britt 
Craig, a Constitution reporter, was at police station. A call police- 
man named Boots Rogers had agreed to give Britt a ride home 
in his Model T call car. Britt crawled in the car and went to 
sleep on the back seat. , 

About that time a call came in from the pencil factory. Boots 
jumped in the call car, forgetting all about Britt on the back seat 
He rushed to the factory and immediately had a murder to in- 
vestigate. Britt woke up, went in the factory with the police and 
had himself the scoop of the year. He had some trouble in con- 
vincing Vernon Styles, who was on the desk at The Constitution, 
that he was serious. 

But Styles stopped the presses anyway, investigated, found 
Britt’s story accurate, and The Constitutioh scored one of its 
greatest scoops in history.
